It is essential that files be kept 
iway from everything that Infants 
and young children come in contact 
with, particularly all feeding Uten- 
sils and things that children are 
likely to put In their mouths. 

The essential thing is to do away 
with the breeding places of these 
dirty pests. 

Screen all food and keep flies 
away from It 

Keep stable manure — breeding place 
for files— In a vault or pit or 
screened inclosure and sprinkle lis 
surface with chloride, of lime. 

Quickly cover up food Rftei a 
meal and bury or burn tabic refuse. 

Keep damp cloths near meat dl.dies, 
milk Jugs and other food receptacles. 

tlurn 1 pyrethum powder in the 
house. It will kill most of the files 
and those it docs not will fall stun- 
ned, when they may be swept up 
and burned. Sticky fly-papers ere 
good traps, provided they are burned 
every day. 

Remember that the exposure of any 
kind of refuse near a dwelling fur- 
nishes a breeding place for flies, and 
if food is exposed the flies will de- 
jrc-nlt germs upon It.
